son of her work as a nurse on the 
actual field of battle in the Russo- 
J a p a n e s e 
w a r and the two 
Balkan 
war? h a b e e n called an o th er Flor­ 
ence 
Nightengale, 
talks 
in a way 
familiar to American readers. 
Her 
message is such as might come from 
one of 
the American 
women 
who 
have won their place in world aff­ 
airs. 
And this is not strange, for 
Bulgaria 
is sometimes 
called the 
America of the Balkans. 


The Queen was gracious when the 
request for an authorized 
interview 
was presented. 
Through an inter­ 
mediary she gra n te d it. 


To appreciate 
the authority with 
which Her M ajesty speak-.— her sub 
jeet is th a t women's work in tlie 
w a r— American readers should know 
that >he spent yea rs of preparation 
in the leading hospitals of Europe 
served then for fourteen m onths at 
the head of the 
Russian 
Imperia 
Ambulance in M ancuria during 
the 
w a r with J a p a n 
prepared fu rth e r 
for the work 
and served 
her own 
country when te Balkan war> began 
She worked not only in tin* hospital! 
hut under 
the enemy’s 
fire 
at the 
front. 
The gratitude of tin* arm y 
and the nation was supplemented by 
military decorations aw arded solely 
for personal bravery. 
Since the outbreak of the present 
w a r and strong prospect that Bui 
garia may be draw n into it, -die ha 
worked unceasingly to perfect Bui 
g a r ia ’s Red Uross and hospital f a c ­ 
ilities. 
Her statement to the United Pres 
follows: 
“A fte r her natural role of moth 
er, no greater, 
no nobler, 
and no 
more important field of usefulness 
is held out to the woman of today 
than that of the Red Uross <>r its 
auxiliary work. 
Only a woman who 


h a s known personally all the horrors 
I of modern w a rfa r e can g ra sp what 
this field really means. 
And strange 


a s it m ay seem, the field today is 
larger and more pressing than ever 
before. With all the perfected mean 
of wholesale destruction which mod 
ern w a rfare has at its command, the 
preparations the world over for eat­ 
ing for the wounded 
have 
become 
very inadequate. 
“ What nobler work can th e r e be 
than th at of saving hum an life? No 
woman of today who seeks a life 
of usefulness to the 
world 
shoulc 
have difficulty in knowing which way 
to tu rn to." 
“ My one wish, is to aw aken not 
only 
in Bulgaria 
but in all 
other 
countries a realization on the p a r t 
of the women of the role which they 
have to perform 
in th a t 
greatest 
trag e d y 
of 
hum an 
existenet— a 
war. 
W onderful 
as has 
been 
the 
preparations of the Red Uross and 
auxiliary 
socities 
up to 
date, 
yet 
the extigencies of modern w a rfa r e 
have dem onstrated th at it i< quite 
inadequate. 
“ Here in Bulgaria 
we arc 
now 
-olving the problem in the m anner 
in which our experience has taught 
its can best he met. 
This is by the 
establishment of training 
schools 
for nurses and the organizaing 
of 
auxiliary socities to the Red Uross. 
Why, 
indeed, 
should 
not 
every 
woman in the world have an a d e ­ 
quate training for tlii- service. 
Is 
it not a duty th at woman owes to 
the state just as much as the mili­ 
tary service that is rendered bv the 


m an? 
But if it is asking too much 
that all w om en'should be prepared 
for this work, there are thousands 
at least 
of young women 
in every 
country who can well under take it. 
For these, all of the strictness and 
requirements of the full Red Uro— 
service 
are perhaps 
too much, but 
there i- nothing to hinder a p r e p a r ­ 
ation tin t will enable them to c o n ­ 
tribute their full share tow ards tho 
alleviation 
of the horrors 
of w a r 
should the moment ever come when 
their services may he needed. 


“ It was largely the desire to study 
your own American schools for the 
training of nurses that prompted my 
plan- la - i y e a r for visiting the Unit- 
d S ta te- but which the clouded in ­ 
ternational 
horizon 
at the 
time 
forced 
to temporarily 
to abandon. 
But that is a dream which 1 expect 
yet to 
ealizc and in tin* meantime 
through the aid 
of the Red Cross 
unit which the American society has 
cut a-, we are proceeding rapidly 
with our reorganization in Bulgaria 


“ Of course my plans to study at 
first hand your American hospitals 
and especially your hospital organi­ 
zations in remote districts fa r from 
the big centers of 
population, was 
only one of the objects of my

Salary And Expenses of Government 


Road Engineers Lost Because 


of Delay in Legislation 
, 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The Demo- 


cratic Congress is responsible for a 
heavy loss, both of money and effij- 
ciency, in the work of the Office of 
Public Roads. 


Three important phases of good 


road development practically had to 
be abandoned for a year 
because 


the Democrats failed to pass be 
fore the close of the fiscal year of 
1913, the Agricultural Appropria 
tion bill, which provides money for 
good roads. 


The first loss fell upon the experi 


mental road work. 
A portion of 


each year's appropriation is dcvo 
ted to experimental road building in 
and uear Washington, - in 
order to 


make scientific tests and 
discover 


improved methods in road construc- 
tion. 
The ollicials could not carry 


out' these tests properly. The delay 
in securing 
their 
appropriations 


caused an estimated loss of about 
one-tenth of the fund, with an even 
greater loss in 
efficiency 
because 


many of the experiments could not 


00000^^ 


The second loss occurred because 


officials were unable to contract for 
new work until the money was actu- 
ally appropriated. It is a maxim in 
good road building that 
all work 


undertaken must be completed in the 
same summer. Congress failed 
to 


appropriate the money until nearly 
the middle of August. Before bids 
could be secured and contracts let, 
fall was approaching and the roads 
:would not be completed. Machinery 
either had to be moved to warmer- 
localities or remain idle, 
all.- 
of 


which entered into the amount of 
the bi'ds. Tlie new roads cost more 
and their construction was delayed 
for an entire season. 


The third loss occurred in con- 


nection with furnishing government 
road engineers to local communities 
to give advice in local road building. 


Scores of these experts were in 


Washington at the time, ready to 
start for local points as 
sooir as 


Congress passed the 'bill. There was 
nothing they could do here, and no 
money to send them to the field. 


When the appropriation bill was 


finally 'passed, it was too late for 
many of them to report to the lo- 
cal communities to which they had 
been assigned. 
Their efficiency was 


destroyed and their salaries and ex- 
penses were a total loss during the 
weeks they were delayed by the in- 
action of the Democratic Congress.
